2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to specifically teach or suggest the combination of an information reproducing 
apparatus for reading out data from a recording medium having audio data and video data, 
comprising, inter alia, a data analysis processing unit for analyzing the audio data according to 
speed change information from the system controller; converting the decoded audio data into text 
data and for improving the accuracy of sound recognition by suppressing unnecessary noise; a 
data table for registering the text data and the corresponding audio data; and a data conversion 
processing unit for integrating the timing of the audio data from the data analysis processing unit 
with the timing of the audio data from the data table, and searching audio data from the data 
table nearest to the audio data from the data analysis processing unit by comparing each audio 
data and receiving the text data corresponding to the audio data from the data table.
